There is a binocular "T/ NY" “Centimes/ 30" (Taxe) mark indicating double the deficiency in French 
centimes. The Batavia arrival mark of 15 November 1921 is on a copy of the 15 cent NEI postage due 
stamp of 1913 which has been cancelled in red. The letter was undeliverable and after being 
readdressed to Singapore was dispatched on 29 November 1921, the new arrival mark of Singapore on 
the reverse is 2 December 1921. On the obverse is a boxed "Singapore! To pay 12 cents" in red to 

denote the postage due charged.
